THE LOSS OP TBE CITY OF BRUS­ 
SELS. 
The loss of the splendid loman passenger 
steamer City of Brussels, by collision with 
another Bteamer, narrowly miesed being 
an appalling disaster. 
Had the collision 
occurred a little earlier, when all the pas­ 
sengers would have been asleep, there can 
be np doubt that the loss of life would 
have been very much greater. 
Great 
praise is evidently due to the Captain, 
officers and crew fov their steady discipline, 
Belf-possessioD, and care for the lives in­ 
trusted to them. 
The Captain appears to 
have taken every precantion in his power 
to insure the safety of his ship, and there 
fore all the responsibility rests npon the 
master of the other steamer, which ran into 
the City of Brussels. 
It is noteworthy 
that the escape of any of the crew and 
passengers of the latter is attributable 
mainly to the csnstrnction of the ship in 
compartments. 
Though the bull was cnt 
down to the water’s edge, and almost in 
two, it floated for twenty minutes. A 
vessel without compartments would have 
gone down like a stone in one minute after 
the collision. 


NOT VERY EXTRAORDINARY, 
A case is reported from Toronto of a 
sudden development of insanity in all the 
daughters of a family, the mother of which 
has for some time been insane, though 
sever sent to an asylnm. She had been 
kept at home, and attended by three 
grown-up daughters, and snddenly these 
latter manifested mental aberration of a 
marked type. This is spoken of as a very 
extraordinary case, bat there are many 
quite similar oneB recorded. Of course 
there had been latent mania in all thrse 
young women, and probably they had all 
been regarded as eccentric for some time, 
They inherited their insanity, and alienists 
know that the nearest connexions of insane 
people are often almost as mad as, and 
much more troublesome than, the patients 
themselves. 


PRINCE ERA F OTKINE'3 TRIAL. 
Prince Krspotkine, the amateur Nihilist 
and Anarchist, is to bo tried in a manner 
which seems to sflford very little opening 
for the peculiar kind of tactics usually euv 
ployed on such occasions. He will have 
no jury to appeal to, but three Judges will 
hear and determine the case. Under these 
circumstances it is more than probable 
that the Prince will be convicted, and if 
he is the French Government will be apt 
to send him out of the country with a 
warning against return, if it does not give 
him a lengthy term of imprisonment. The 
latter penalty would no doubt be the more 
effectual of the two, for mere banishment 
would not prevent him from pletting and 
oonspiriDg, while his prosecution would of 
coarse endear him to the elements which 
have hitherto constituted his favorite 
associates. 
Tns Pad Ac Medical and Surgical Journal does 
not believe tbit the sewer* ol tan Franc! co have 
much if anything to do with the general health 
there. Farts of the city where the drainage is good 
often exhibited the past fall the highest death rate. 
It attributes the increased death late to tbe fact 
that the population in early years was composed 
mostly of middle-aged and young persons, and that 
now the mortality exhibit shows a larger proportion 
of aged deoedente; that San Francisco is now 
more largely the focus to which invalids from other 
parts come to die, and that one-fifth of tbe deaths 
last year took place in the various hospitals.

When the latter was first enacted it 
was ol jected to it that it would net allow 
Chinese in tranxilu from one country to 
another to pass through the United States, 
and the Chinese Minister at Washington 
then called the attention of the State De­ 
partment to the fact that there were sev­ 
eral thousands of his countrymen in the 
West India Islands whose time would soon 
expire, and that the natural and most con­ 
venient homeward route for them was 
through the United States to San Fran- 
cieco, and thence by steamer to China. It 
was intimated that since no danger conld 
accrue from the mere passage of these Chi­ 
nese across the continent, a law which re­ 
fused such traueit to them was open to the 
charge of being deliberately unfriendly to 
China. At that time it was generally held 
that the law did prohibit the passage of 
Chinese through the country, and it has 
been left for the Attorney General to dis­ 
cover that the Act is far more elastic than 
it was supposed to be. 
It is contended, as a ground for refusing 
mere passage through the country to the 
Chinese, that if they once landed in New 
York it would be impossible to prevent 
them from stay ing, either there or at some 
paint along the rente, or at San Francisco. 
W hether this is really a valid objection is 
a question to be determined. It should 
not be impossible to devise measures for 
preventing such passengers from changing 
their intention after arriving in the coun 
try. It is not probable that they would 
care to take the chances of getting off the 
cirs between New York and San Francisco, 
being in ignorance of the country ; and it 
certainly would not be impracticable to see 
that they went from the cars to the wharf 
after arriving at the end of their land 
journey. As to the dangers apprehended 
from this loophole in the law, we are dis­ 
posed to think them very much exagger­ 
ated. In the first place the law as a whole 
really does not offer any insuperable bar­ 
rier to Chinese immigration. It iB like 
putting a gate in the middle of a long 
wall which has no connections at either 
end. The gate may be locked, but it is 
always possible to walk round either end 
of the wall. We can keep the Chinese out 
at San Francisco, but they can get in 
easily enough either through Mexico or 
British Columbia, and we have no doubt 
that many have already entered the State 
both from the north and the south. 
But for all thiB the short experience we 
have already had of the bill justifies the 
conclusion that it will stem the main 
stream of Chinese immigration, and that 
nothing is to be feared from the driblets 
which will find their way in surrepti­ 
tiously. As to whether all the good re­ 
sults anticipated from the bill are to be 
secured, time alone can determine. Thus 
far it has had scarcely any other effect 
than to make times better for the Chinese 
who are domiciled here. That is to say, 
it has raised the price of their labor to 
some extent, and has made them much 
more confident than they were before. As 
regards the effect upon the white popula­ 
tion, none is observable beyond the in­ 
creased annoyance springing from the nat­ 
ural growth of Chinese independence and 
arrogance. Before the passage of the bill 
we had a guarantee against this in the 
sharp competition among the Chinese 
themselves. We have destroyed that com­ 
petition, and so erected the Chinese who are 
here into a sort of privileged class. We 
have made things so comfortable for them 
that they are sure to stay with us, and as 
there are quite enough of thsm to monopo­ 
lize all the occupations they set their 
hands to, it is rather hard to perceive in 
what way white labor has been benefited 
by the bill. 
Since ita passage indeed there has been 
almost a reaction in some parts of the 
community in regard to the question. A 
great many of our farmers and fruit growers 
roundly declare that they cannot get on at 
all without Chinese labor. Some of the 
fruit-growers positively assert that they 
would have to abandon their business if 
they were made dependent on white labor. 
As the case stands they are not yet 
subjected to that deprivation, and in fact 
no change of any real importance has fol­ 
lowed the passage of the bill. It has been 
assumed that in the coarse of a few yearB 
the resident Chinese popnlation must begin 
to decline, as individuals make a little 
money and go home. But it seems possi­ 
ble that this exportation may be counter­ 
balanced by the contraband importation of 
Chinese, so that the numbers here are 
likely to remain tolerably constant for 
some time to come. Of coarse it is to be 
presumed that if the Government permits 
Chinese laborers to pass through the coun­ 
try, in accordance with Attorney-General 
Brewster’s construction of the law, pre­ 
cautions will be taken to prevent them 
from settling anywhere en route. W ith 
the adoption of such precautions we do not 
see that there need be any alarm as to the 
result of Mr. Brewster's liberal interpreta­ 
tion of the law, though no doubt it will 
furnish all the Chinophobiacs in the country 
with a text for the next few weeks. 


2RUEL AND BARBAROUS AMUSEMENTS. 
It is no secret that a pit has been set up 
in this city for the purpose of dog and 
cock-fighting, and that already exhibitions 
of tbe kind have been given. It is there­ 
fore iu order to point out that these amuse­ 
ments are made illegal both by a State law 
and by a municipal ordinance of Sacra 
mento, and it at the same time becomes 
necessary to inquire why the law and the 
ordinance referred to are not enforced 
promptly. Cock-fighting and dog-fighting 
are emphatically cruel aud barbarous 
amusements. They are brutal and em- 
bruting. They minister directly to the 
most savage and uncivilized tendencies. 
They teach a horrible indifference to suffer­ 
ing. They are in all respects fit only for 
barbarians and roughs, and it is disgrace­ 
ful for any civilized or self-respecting man 
to take an interest in them. The apologists 
for these beastly and bloody contests have 
always been fond of expatiating upon the 
good they do in giving “ lessons in plnck 
"and endurance.” Bat this is all fnatian, 
and cant of the worst kind. The spectacle 
of 
dogs and birds 
fighting with 
cultivated 
ferocity, 
mangling 
and 
torturing one another, can only de­ 
moralize 
all who 
witness it. 
It 
arouBes in the spectators the passions 
and the inclinations of brutes. They fling 
aside their hnmanity, and by their yells 
and howls show that they are for the time 
being no whit higher in point of develop­ 
ment than the wretched animals they are 
biiting. No man can see one of these 
combats without being the worse for it. 


It dees not teach pluck and endurance. 
All it teaches is to look with absolute in­ 
difference, or, what is still worse, with pos­ 
itive pleasure, upon the sufferings of others. 
In short, these are amusements which every 
civilized community has found it necessary 
to prohibit, and it is an insult to the Legis­ 
lature of California, as well as to the people 
of Sacramento, that it should have been 
thought perfectly safe and certainly profit­ 
able to open a cock-pit in this city simulta­ 
neously with the commencement of the 
session. There is in San Francisco a So­ 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals, and to Mr. Nathaniel Hunter, ita 
worthy and energetic Secretary, we 
specially commend this matter, as one 
which he may find it his duty to investi­ 
gate, if the local authorities ars net suffi­ 
ciently concerned to see that the law is 
enforced.

THE CHIEFS PARTY STORY. 
The Arctic traveler, Mr. KennaD, has 
undertaken to demonstrate that the story 
of the findiDg of the two members of 
Lieutenant Chipp’s party, belonging to 
the Jeannette, cannot possibly be true. It 
must be admitted that Mr. Kennan makes 
out a very plausible case, and yet we think 
it may be worth while to Buspand judg­ 
ment for a while. For, however many ob­ 
jections to the story may be shown, it is 
still possible that the author of it has been 
stating facts. We have seen a great many 
disproofs of travelers’ stories by learned 
persons who were cot within ten thousand 
miles of the scene. We remember how 
poor Du Cbaillu wa3 set npon when he 
declared that he had encountered the 
gorilla, and how many scientific skeptics 
thereupon undertook to prove that there 
could be no euch animal. We remember 
also how, when Victor Hugo wrote his 
description of the poulpe, or devil-fish, in 
“ Tee Toilers of the Sea,” he also was 
pounced upon, and informed that his 
monster was fabulous. Presently, how­ 
ever, some fishermea of Newfoundland 
killed a poulpe having tentacles thirty feet 
long, and from which no single man could 
have escaped had the creature once seized 
him. There have been a great many con­ 
clusive disproofs of travelers’ tales, in 
fact, and a large proportion of these dis­ 
proofs have turned out to be fallacious. 
For this, among other reasons, and not­ 
withstanding the great knowledge of Mr. 
Kennan, it may be as well to wait a little 
before deciding upon the question.

E arthquake Shocks in I ndia. —Earth­ 
quake shocks in India are to be systematic­ 
ally observed for the future at certain 
meteorological stations in Bengal and 
Northern India. The plan was first pro­ 
posed five years ago by the British Royal 
Society, bnt was not taken up nntil now, 
when the Indian Government has voted 
funds for providing the necessary instru­ 
ments and buildings. Talking of meteor­ 
ological phenomena, an observatory has 
been erected on the top of the Sentis—the 
loftiest peak in the Canton of Appeczsll— 
at an altitude of 7,600 feet. This is the 
fourth highest observatory in the world, 
tbe three others being those on the Stelvio, 
7,720 feet; the Pic du Midi, 8,700 feet; 
and Pike’s Peak, Colorado, United States, 
13,100 feet.

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DOMESTIC SEW S. 
The Secretary and the Debris Question. 
W ashington, January 8;b.—The Sicrttary 
of War’s letter in relation to the river and 
harbor improvements, submitted to the House 
last week, has been printed. In relation to 
the improvement of the Sacramento river, the 
Secretary says: “ Tte previous appropria­ 
tions for the improvement of this river have 
been mostly expended in dredgirg the chan­ 
nel, and of the present appropriation §40,000 
have been allotted for a continuation of thi3 
particular kini of work. The, project sub­ 
mitted to me far the expenditure ot the re­ 
maining part of the appropriation is for the 
erection if restraining barriers upon the 
Yuba, American and Bear rivers—tributaries 
of the Sacramento BEd Featler—to hold back 
the flow of detritus caused by hydraulic min­ 
ing. In submitting this project, the Chief 
Engineer maces slightly qualified recom­ 
mendations, and I have therefore been led to 
examine with some care the papers in this 
department relating to the project, which is 
the result of careful consideration by 
tha Engineer’s Burean. 
The problem 
seems to be to prevent injury caused 
by the down flow of about 38,000,000 
cubic yards of detritus annually, caused by 
the artificial washing away c.f gold-bearing 
gravel banks, in doing which 870,000,000 
cubic yards of water are annually used. The 
records indicate that this dowt.fliw is inju­ 
rious, not only to the navigable streams be­ 
low, but enormously destructive to the agii- 
cuhurallauds. The streams and mining woiks 
are within the State cf California, and it seems 
that in at least one instance a mining enter­ 
prise has been enjoined by the local Court 
from prosecuting the work iu such a way as 
to causa the injurias complained of; 
but I have not learned that it has 
beeu decided by the highest Court 
whether 
the 
injury 
to 
navigation 
and lh9 agricultural interests can be pre­ 
vented by judicial action. The work pro­ 
jected would involve an expenditure within 
the next eight years of nearly a million aud 
a half of dollars, with doubtful results, and 
as the exact character of the wcrk to bo dore 
is not indicated in the Act, in rr.y hesitation 
a3 to approving the project I hive thought 
proper to refer to the debate in tte House 
upon the passage of the particular clause in 
question. I have gathered from the ren arks 
made in the debate, which seemed to receive 
the unqualified assent of the Chairman of 
the Committee on Commerco reporting the 
bill, that it was not the intention to commit 
the Government to a policy cf providing 
reservoirs for tho storage of detritus from 
future mining operations, it beiDg thought 
that they were but a partial remedy, and 
would not accomplish the purpi 33 designed 
if hydraulic mining shoold continue; and it 
was slated that the committee did not adopt 
the plan sketched in the engineer’s prelimi­ 
nary reports. The project cow before me for 
the expenditure of the main part of the ap­ 
propriation seems to be ia exact accord with 
those reports, which did not receive the ap­ 
probation of the committee. I have not, 
therefore, yet considered it prcper to do more 
than continue the dredging operations.”

An entrance was 
finally secured by meaos of a pass-key, when 
Mrs. Monck was found dead on the bed, 
with every evidence that she had died from 
morphine, admit istered by her own band or 
that of her husband, Th¿ sains evening 
Monck went to the Brunswick H use, 
registered under an 
assumed 
Dame, 
and telling the clerks that be would 
not tako breakfast, went to tha room 
assigned him. 
He was found yesterday 
afternoon in an unconscious conditi- n from 
the effects of a dcse of morphine, and died 
latter in the evening. Both parties were 
under 30. and have parents and other rcla 
tives living at Chatham. It is supposed that 
despondency ever his discharge from his pc- 
sitior, anda failure cf all efforts at restora­ 
tion, drove the pair to the commission of the 
crime. Next to nothing is known of their 
previous history, or any other canse to which 
the shocking event can be attributed. Their 
relatives have already takeD the bodies baek 
to Chatham.

Some time ago a lady of Virginia succeeded 
in restoring to Captain J. L. Skinner, of this 
city, a sword taken from him on his capture 
by Confederates ia the war of the rebellion. 
Tee ex-Union soldiers and eailors of Sacra­ 
mento were so moved by her conduct and the 
fice spirit she displayed, that they voted her 
a gold medal. 
Yesterday it was on exhibi­ 
tion. It is a solid gold circular medal. Tbe 
bar from which it is suspen ded is becked with 
a gold pin. 
On the bar is engraved the 
words: *' Presented to Mciiie F. Hill.” The 
face of the medal isboand by a laurel wreath, 
inside cf which is a laurel branch crossing a 
BWuid. The leaves are in green enamel and 
the sword in black enamel and gold. At the 
top and above the sword is engraved “ 1864 ” 
(-.he date of capture), and under the sword, 
“ 1882 ’’ (date of its return). On the reverse 
side of the medal is finely engraved the fol­ 
lowing inscription : “ From Union Veter­ 
ans of Sacramento, Cal,, for returning sword 
to Captain J. L. Skinner. Twenty-asventh 
Mafsachusetts Regiment.’’ 
The 
work 
has been done ia this 
city by F. 
Banholzer, who is himself a Union veteran. 
Accompanying the medal is to be sent on a 
set of resolutions, engrossed on parchment by 
Miss A. Kaye Dittrick. The resolutions wil! 
be suitably framed, and thero will be at­ 
tached a list of tbe names of the donors, to­ 
gether with a line indicating tbe company 
and regiment in which each one served dur­ 
ing tho war. 
The list embraces forty 
names of old BoldLrs, rei-resenting thirty- 
four different regiments and fourteen States 
of the Union. The resolutions read : 
Revolted, By the ex-Union soldiers and sailors of 
the late war new residing In Sacramento, Cal., that 
we recognize with deepest appreciation and great 
admiration the noble, true womanhood and patriot­ 
ism displayed by Miss Moilie F. Hill, oí Oak Park, 
Va , in obtaining and, alter lung and great effort, 
restoring to Captain J. L. Skinner, of the Twer.ty- 
seventb Massachusetts Volunteers (infantry)—a 
stranger to her—bis sword, which was taken from 
him when captured upon the battlefield of Drury’s 
Bluff, Va., May 16, 1864. 
Revolved, That as an earnest of our esteem and 
admiration, and in recognition of the inestimable 
nobleness of heart which prompted such disi .ter. 
ested effort on beh-lf of an unknown soldier, we 
cause to he prepared and presented to her a suitable 
gold medal, properly inscribed, together with a 
copy of these resolutions and our sincere and cor­ 
dial greeting.

M etro p o litan T h ea ter.—"The White 
Slave,” Bartley Campbell’s latest dramatic 
production, was played last night by the 
Palmer troupe with pronounced Buc.-ess. 
There was such even merit on the part of all, 
that to specify any ia particular would fall 
short of justice. The leading characters, 
however, were in the hands of Mr. Griemer, 
Mies Davies, Miss Thompson, Mr. Stevens, 
Mr. Thayer, Miss Bert, Mr. Galloway and 
Mr. McCormick. The company was much 
strengthened—well-balam-ed and large as it 
already was—by the additiou of Miss Connie 
Thompson, Miss Henrietta Osborn and \V. 
A. Brady, capable actors whose efforts re­ 
ceived like recognition to that bestowed upon 
those previously Darned. The play is on an 
old theme, with entirely new settings, new 
situations and a very original working ont of 
the plot. 
The scenery and mechanical 
effects were almost entirely new, and 
all superior to anything of the kind 
put on the stage here for a very long 
time, and the mounting was excellent in all 
respects. The piece is one possessing the ele­ 
ments that go to make up a popular drama. 
It is above the plane of the ordinary sensa­ 
tional drama, and no dull lines are to be 
pointed ont. There is vitality and action 
and vigor from the beginning to the close. 
II8 spirit is thoroughly dramatic, and the 
playwright succeeds in producing the desired 
effect upon his auditors, and that is the best 
test of his skill. Even in less capable hands 
than those of the Palmer tronpe, “ The White 
Slave ” would still be successful. It is not a 
great play, but a profoundly moving one, 
for all that. The art effort it calls for is not 
of the loftiest, but still of a higher order than 
the usual sensational drama develops. The 
stage management, under Mr. Grismer, was 
notably good, and though it was on a first 
night there was no friction observable. The 
piece is billed for the whole week, and it is 
safe to say will draw well, if its unmistakable 
success last night is to be taken as a measure 
of judgment.

OPENING OF THB CALIFORNIA LEGISLA­ 
TURE—TW ESIY.FJFfH 8ES8ION.
